It is a 
duty to civilization, hum anity and our 
selves whether sooner or later this gov­ 
ernm ent will extend a sympathetic hand 
to the Cuban in his trouble. 
It is now 
a question of his emancipation or his 
extermination. 
If th»* Cuban patriotic 
is to be extemrinat«*d in heavens name 
let him know that the aid he is expect­ 
ing will not be forthcoming, that the 
butchery is to be continued instead of 
keeping him in suspense by our silence. ‘’ 
“ It is time this government should 
speak out and have the courage of its 
conviction. 
I hope it does, and it will 
not be to annex Tuba, but to lib«*rate it.

Analysts Hurt Shows I* W ont Largely to 
the Sonad-Money C andidates. 


Chicago, Nov. 25.—The Raiwaly Age, 
in its issue of this week, will publish a 
detailed analysis of the railway vote in 
the recent election. 
The paper will say: 
“In all there were six hundred railway 
men's sound-money clubs organized 
during the campaign. 
Two hundred of 
these, wrth a membership of 100,000 
were distributed among twenty-three 
large cities, through the various wards 
and precincts of which the members 
were so scattered that it would be im­ 
possible to arrive at any close estimate 
of the weight of the influence of the 
railway men. 
From 
150 other club 
points the returns are given in detail in 
comparison with the vote of 
1892 
These 150 club points in 1892 give a 
democrat io mai >r;ty of 9,956. 
This was 
< o.iverted in 1896 into a republican ma­ 
jor! y of 149 274. There was an increase 
in the total vote of 136,502, an increase 
in the republican vote cast of 147,866 
and an actual democratic falling oft 
from the vote of four years ago of 31,364. 
The republican net gain at 134 points 
was 16(1,981. 
Deducting the democratic 
gain at the remainder of the 150 club 
points, the pel republican gain was 
159,230 votes.”

Chicago, N ov. 25.—The Raiwaly Age, 
in its issue of this week, will publish a 
detailed analysis of the railway vote in 
the recent election.

“In all there were si* hundred railway 
men’s sound money clubs organized 
during the campaign. 
Two hundred of 
these, wrth a membership of 100,000 
were distributed among twenty-three
